In  recent  years,   there  has  boon  an  increasing  demand  from  agricultural  oi"- 
ganizations,   commercial  interests,  teachers,   legislators,   end  county.   State  and 
governmental  agencies  for  agricultural  data  shovvdng  the  trends  of  change  in 
counties.     Little  has  been  done  in  the  past  to  make  available  data  for  each 
county  over  an  extended  period  of  tine.     So  urgent  is   the  need  for  county  data 
that  some  organizations  have  assembled  such  information  at  considerable  costo 
It  is  in  response  to  these  needs  that  thi."^  series  is  bein^:'  issiied. 

The  county  data  herein  offered  have  been  assem.bled  from  existing  State  and 
Federal  dociments  and  reports,   under  the  supervision  of  I'Torman  7,  Strand,  State- 
wide TTorl;  Projects  Administration  Supervisor  of  Agricultural  Econo.iics  and  Sta- 
tistics projects.     This  is  a  report  of  work  completed  on  Official  Project  65-1- 
72-155  of  the  '\:ork  Projects  AdaTiinistration.     Official  Project  665-72-3-oS  fur- 
nished the  material  for  Tables  25  and  27b 

The  Iowa  Agricultural  Extension  Service  participated  in  the  preparation  of 
the  materials  in  this  report.     Selected  data  from  the  files  of  the  lov/a  Agricul- 
tural Experiment  Station  have  been  released  for  publication  in  this  series. 
Special  credit  is  given  to  the  Iowa  assessors  and  tax  officials  vfho  collect  data 
on  crops  and  livestocks  as  required  under  the  Iowa  lavrs.    '''.^ithout  these  data  by 
tovmships  and  counties  detailed  agricultural  statistics  vrould  be  less  accurate 
and.  less  complete.

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IOWA  AGRICULTURAL  STATISTICS  -  fHTCHELL  COUNTY 

IvHtchell  County,   originally  a  part  of  old  Fayette  County,  was  established 
as  a  sepp^rate  unit  on  January  15,   1851,   and  named  for  an  Irish  patriot,  John 
Fiitchelle 

Jaiies  L„  Cutler  and  ''.Tilliam  Rarasdell  -;-ere  the  first  settlers.     In  1852  they 
took  claims  and  huilt  cabins  about  a  r.iile  north  of  ¥\rhere  Osage  now  stands,     L.  S. 
Hart  and  his  son  Orin  settled  at  Spring  Grove  the  same  year.     In  June  of  1853,  a 
colony  of  ITorire^ians  under  the  leadership  of  C.  L«  Clsnson  came  from  Yfisconsin 
and  settled  on  the  Red  Cedar  River  near  the  present  site  of  St,  .Ansgar,  Josiah 
Cumiiiings  and  his  son  William  E.  located  at  liitchell  in  that  same  year. 

In  185-i-  the  county  was  formally  organized  and  in  1855  the  county-seat  yt&s 
located  at  liitchell,  where  a  town  had  been  platted  on  the  east  bank  of  the  Cedar 
River, 

In  1G53  Dr.  A.  H.  Moore  and  B.  Ci,  YJhitaker  laid  out  a  tavm  nciied  Cora  on 
the  Cedar  River.     In  1854  the  property  was  sold  and  the  name  changed  to  Osage  in 
honor  of  Orin  Sage  (O.  Sage),   a  banker  in  I'lassachusetts.     A  bitter  contest  soon 
arose  betiToen  the  citizens  of  Osage  and  latchell  for  the  permanent  countj^-seat . 
Several  elections  were  held  with  varying  results,  but  finally,   in  April,  1861, 
Osage  vras  declared  the  mnner  by  19  votes.     By  injunction  proceedings,  ritchell 
held  the  records  until  the  fall  of  1871  when  the  courts  settled  the  contest  in 
favor  of  Osage*     The  Cedar  Falls  and  ilinnesota  Railroad,  now  the  Illinois  Central, 
was  built  about  1867,  l/ 

Several  snail  places  in  this  county  have  achieved  special  notice  in  the 
State.     Otranto  is  the  center  of  the  ginseng  growing  section  of  the  Sto.te,  St. 
Ansgar  is  a  prorainont  onion  end  potato  growing  area;  it  also  has  many  old  world 
customs  and  traditions  from,  the  Czechs,  by  vrhom  the  place  was  settled  yoars 
ago.  2/

ilitchcll  County  is  approximately  20  by  24  miles  in  extent,  v/ith  an  area  of 
463  square  i?llcs  3/,   or  296,  320  acres.     Of  this  number,   287,  767  acres  are  listed 
as  farm  Icjids,  4/~  There  are  sixteen  tovmships  of  varying  size  in  the  county  and 
it  ranks  fifty-fifth  in  point  of  size  in  the  State.

Soils 


The  GoilG  or  ITitchell  County  are  grouped  into  four  classes;  nai-.^ely,  drift, 
loess,  terrace,   and  swamp  and  bottom-'land»     The  drift  soils  cover  86,9  percent 
of-  the  surface  ojid  are  divided  into  Carrin^ton  loams — 77.4  percent,   Clyde  silt 
loain-'-4,0  percent,   and  Shelby  silt  loam — 4,7  percent.     The  loess  soils  cover  4,1 
percent  of  the  county  and  are  divided  into  Dodgeville  silt  loam — 2eO  percent^ 
Clinton  silt  loam — 1.9  percent,   and  Lindley  silt  loam — 0.2  percent*     The  terrace 
soils  cover  4,6  percent  of  the  surface  and  are  divided  into  lYaukesha  silt  loam — 
3,5  percent,   Plainfield  loam — 0,5  percent,   Chariton  silt  loam — 0,3  percent,  and 
Bremer  silt  loan — 0.3  percent.     The  ST/-am.p  and  bottom-land  soils  cover  4,4  percent 
of  the  area  and  are  divided  into  meadoTr"'-3,0  percent,  m.uck--0.5  percent,   and  Cass 
loams — 0,9  percent,  5/ 

Topography 

The  svirface  of  llitchell  County  is,   in  general,   a  moderately  undulating 
plain.     There  are  broad  areas  of  upland  broken  only  by  the  rather  deep  valleys 
of  the  ITapsipinicon,   Cedar,   and  Little  Cedar  rivers  and  their  tributaries.  The 
topography  is  somewhat  rough  along  these  rivers. 

In  the  northern  part  of  the  county  there  are  low,    evenly  rounded  ridges 
v/ith  thin,   sajidy  soil.     The  uplands  vj'g  smooth  and  flat,   though  some  depressions 
are  to  be  found.     The  terraces  along  the  rivers  are  neither  large  nor  well  devel- 
oped ejid  they  are  from  20  to  30  feet  abovo  the  flood  plains  of  the  stre^ans.  The 
flood  plains  arc  com.paratively  narroir  coid  level.     The  volley  of  the  Cedar  ?.iver 
is,   on  the  average,   less  than  100  feet  below  the  adjacent  uplands  and  loss  than 
one-half  :nile  vridc.     This  condition  is  characteristic  of  all  the  rivers  in  the 
county. 

The  drainage  is  effected  by  the  V.'apsipinicon,  the  Cedar  and  the  Little  Ce- 
dar rivers.  The  Cedar  River  crosses  the  western  part  of  the  county  from  north- 
west to  southeast.  The  Little  Cedar  Tdvcr  flows  through  the  east  central  part, 
and  the  'To.psipinicon  River  flows  throi"^.gh  the  extreme  eastern  part  of  the  county. 

Clinatc 

The  average  temperature  for  10  years  (1930-1939  incl.)  was  44,2 
The  average  precipitation  for  54  years  (1376-1930)  v/as  30,76  inches, 
growing  season  averaged  151  days  botrr.-oon  the  killing  frost  dates  of 
October  2,   over  a  period  of  28  years  (1902-1930).  8/

The  first  census  in  Mtchell  County,  1856,  listed  1,901  inhabitants.  The 
population  has  remained  almost  stationary  since  1880.     In  1930  it  had  a  density 
of  30  persons  per  square  mile,   as  compared  to  the  State  density  of  44,  The 
follovd-nc  table  shows  the  number  of  inhabitants  recorded  at  lO-'year  intervals;

In  1930  the  foreign  born  end  native  white  inhabitants  of  foreign  born  or 
mixed  parentage  totaled  5,163,  or  36,7  percent  of  the  entire  population.  Of 
this  nianber,  those  of  German  descent  had  2,138  and  the  KonTegians  had  1,107. 
Other  nationalities  had  very  small  representations,  13/ 

Cooperatives 

In  1937  there  were  11  cooperative  institutions  in  operation  in  this  coun- 
ty~«4  elevators,  5  creameries,  1  pctrole^um  plant  and  1  merchcndise  establishment. 

As  a  whole,  they  had  2,086  members,  of  which  1,758  \rere  active,   and  6,974 
persons  did  business  with  the  11  concerns.    The  selling  cooperatives  had  a  busi- 
ness volvime  of  $1,108,160  and  the  purchasing  cooperatives  transacted  t)372,400 
vforth  of  business. 

Cooperatives  may  both  buy  cjid  sell  or  they  may  perform  one  or  the  other 
fxmction  exclusively.     Purchasing  cooperatives  buy  non-farm  commodities  for  dis- 
tribution to  their  members  and  patrons,  and  selling  cooperatives  market  farm  com- 
modities for  their  members  and  patrons,  14/

In  1909,   the  record  year  for  apples,         205  apple  trees  and  21,618  bushels 
Y^ere  reported  in  IvJitchell  County.     In  19o4  there  Y^ere  only  10,170  trees  and 
2,125  bushels  listed.     The  best  year  on  record  for  plums  and  grapes  vras  1934. 
In  that  year,   5,199  plum  trees  yielded  1,  865  bushels,   and  4,231  vines  bore  6,523 
pounds  of  grapes.     Cherry  and  peach  production  have  never  been  of  any  consequence 
in  this  county,  15/ 

Note  Regarding;;  Yields  of  Corn 

The  crop  assessors'   statistical  breakdo^-vn  for  corn  acreage  is  as  follows: 
(l)  all  corn,    (2)  corn  husked  for  grain,    (5)  corn  cut  for  silage,   (4)  corn  cut 
for  fodder  and  (5)  corn  hogged  off.    A  total  production  is  given  for  each  farm 
v/hich  includes  only  that  actually  husked.     In  getting  county  totaJs  of  produc- 
tion,  the  acreage  other  than  that  husked  is  multiplied  by  the  yield  (derived  by 
dividing  total  bushels  com  husked  by  total  acres  husked)  and  added  to  summa- 
tions of  individual  farm  productions  shorm  as  husked.     This  assumes  that  acreage 
not  husked  vrould  have  produced  the  sane  yield  as  that  actually  huskedi 

In  1934  and  1936,  both  poor  crop  years,    separate  estimations  of  corn  yield 
on  acreage  not  husked  were  made  by  the  State  assessors'  office  because  it  was 
felt  that  farmers  in  those  years  would  select  their  best  acreages  for  husking 
and  cut  or  hog  off  the  rest,  T/hich  vrould  have  a  different  and  lovrer  yield*  This 
separate  yield  estimation  was  then  multiplied  by  the  acreage  not  husked  and  the 
total  added  to  that  reported  as  husked. 

This  Yfas  done  by  counties  only  and  not  by  tovmships.     The  tovmship  yields 
for  those  tiTo  years,   then,   are  somev/hat  high  since  they  are  based  only  on  acre- 
age husked  for  grain  and  bushels  husked.     The  total  corn  acreage  is  shorm  by 
toTOship  with  this  yield,   and  any  attempt  to  multiply  it  by  the  acreage  shoivn 
to  get  total  production  will  result  in  a  too  high  figure.     The  cotinty  sumraary 
table  figures  for  corn  yield  in  1934  and  1936  have  been  adjusted  for  poorer 
yields  on  that  acreage  not  husked  and  these  jdelds  may  legitimately  be  iiiulti~  •■ 
plied  by  the  acreages  shovra  there  to  arrive  at  total  productions  for  the  county. 

In  all  other  years  actual  to'vvnship  productions  may  be  derived  from  the 
yield  and  acreage  figures  shoivn  in  the  tables  since  corn  yield  has  been  assumed 
to  be  equal  in  all  utilizations.     The  county  yield  and  to-vmship  yields  arc, 
therefore,   consistent  in  all  years  except  1934  and  1936,
